diseases. 

(b)  Surveillance  of  contacts  would  follow  the  lines  laid  down  in 
the  regulations. 

(c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  would  be  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Authority.

Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  County  Health  Authority  and  all  usual  arrangements 
for  consultation,  isolation,  etc.,  would  be  available.
